The second highest rainfall record 


for February during the past 10 years 
dales back to 1932 when 8.38 inches fell. 


This month's new record is only 


about three inches under the all-time 
February 60-year Hcmpstcad county 
woathe rrecord, kept many years ago 
by Dr. Nathan Doublas Smith at Wash- 
ington. 


The 60-year average February record 


is only four inches—this month's rec- 
ord being about eight inches over the 
average. 


A total of 8.30 inches was recorded 


last month, which brings the total rain- 
fall for the 59-day-period to 1979 
inches. 


While the average annual rainfall for 


Hompstead county for the 60-year per- 
od up to 1929 was 51.37 inches, the 
overage for the last 10 years, 1929-1938 
was 47.67. 


The average wettest month for the 


60-yer period was April, with 5.27 
inches; but for the last 10 years the 
wettest month has been January, with 
6.62 Inches. 


The all-time wettest year was 1892, 


With 73.43 ..inches; and last yenr, 1938, 
>vas the wettest year in the last 10- 
year period*,with a precipitation of 
58.95 Inches' the dryest year in all his- 
tory wto 1896,* with- 29,20 inches—arid 
the dryest year in recent times was 
1936, with 34.39 inches.

First of all, the,returns arc check- 


ed for obvious mathematical errors 
and mistakes in computing the amount 
of tax due. (You might be surprised 
to learn that a great many citizens 
pay more than they need to—or try to 
pay it, anyhow. They're always set 
straight, painlessly.) 


The returns in which errors are 


found go to revenue agents in the field. 
These agents, who arc primarily audi- 
tors, check through Uie return again, 
and the taxpayer Is called in. Often 
enough, an adjustment can be made 
right away. If not—if the agent finds 
a deficiency in the tax and the tax- 
payer can't see it that way—then the 
field agent's superior calls- a confer- 
ence of agent and taxpayer and a- 
nothcr attempt to reach an agreement 
is made. 


If the taxpayer still feels that he 


isnt getting justice, he may appeal 
form these finding to the technical 
staff; and here is where the importance 
of the current decentralization of the 
tcchical staff comes in. For in most 
casets the sum at stake is compara- 
tively small—a hundcrd dollars or so. 
When the technical staff was in Wash- 
ington Uie taxpayer who wanted to ap- 
peal to it ha dto come down here to 
do the appealing; chances wer it 
would cost him more to do that Uian 
he would save by winning his case 


Availability Is Aim 


NOW, however, Uie,-regional office 


of*the tefchniaai staa;isi4ikelya. to vt 
within fairly easy reach. The tax- 
payer can go to that office and lay 
the whole case before the technical 
adivser, who will 'then hand down 
his decision. 


As far as.the Bureau of Internal Re- 


venue is concerned, that is final. But 
the taxpayer who wants to keep on 
fighting may do so, by appealing to 
the Board of Tax Appeals.

is going to follow the policy of the 
technical stuff and make itself more 
easily available to the taxpayer, too.

NASHVILLE, Ark.-Orchardists' of 


this district believe there was litle'or 
no actual damage to the peach crop for 
this year in the freezes of last week, 
and because the crop has advanced to 
this point'withut damage, feel optimis- 
tic over the prospects of a crop. 


While there has been no extreme cold 


during the whiter to do damage to the 
trees and the bud crop, the weather 
has been cold almost constantly, and 
theblooms are rather late this year, The 
blooms are in the large bud stage now, 
and orchardists believe the trees will 
be in bloom' by the last of this week if 
there is n'o further cold wave to retard 
them, 
. 


At this stage, the blooms are hard to 


retard. Because of the swollen condi- 
tin of the buds and the vacuum thus 
established around the peach, the buds 
will stand much more cold than at 
other times, and that fact probably 
saved much of the bud crop last week 


There is little feaer of drouth -dam- 


age to the crop this summer, should a 
crop be, set on the trees, because of 
the heavy rams during February. The 
ground is soaked o a great depth, and 
the supply of moisture in the ground 
now practically insures a good peach 
crop from this standpoint 


The incessant rains, however, have 


seen a great handicap to all farming 
operations, and farmers are now begin- 
ning to worry over nability to get their 
crops in the ground early as usual, 'in 
some sections of the country, 'much of 
he com will have to be "mudded in." 
h other sections, a few days of dry 
weather will have the soil ready for 
plowing.

Chief difference between the com- 


mon, cold and the kind of influenza 
that has hit the Midwest Is the in- 
fectious character ot influenza. 
Al- 


most anyone who is exposed ,to in- 
fluenza comes down -with;the>disease. 
This is not true of the common cold. 
The early., symptoms of both are 
about the same,, In influenza, how- 
ever,,the .'patient-is likely to be a little 
sicker, suffering with flashes of dent 
and fever, with congestion in the 
larynx,associated with a harch, dry, 
metalliccough. There is n feeling of 
compression and pain in the chest 
and-in a typimul attack a tremendous 
crnount of snezzing. The sneezing is 
caused by congestion in membranes of 
the nose .The eyeballs also become 
congested, so that there is pain redness 
and good deal of misture. Frequen- 
tly also there is congestion in the ear- 
drums accompanied by pain. The back 
ache 'that occurs may be a reflect- 
ion of inflammation in the tissues a- 
round the kidney, and of the muscles 
of die spine. In fad, there are gen- 
eral muscle pains along the sides 
'and back to sxich an extent that deep 


• breathing is painful. 
In some cases 


stomach and intestines also nre in- 
fected with considerable gastro- in- 
testional discomfort. 


The first thing to do is to get 16 


bed. If you ridye a fever, amounting 
everi to only .one degree, the best 
possible place is', bed. Since the dis- 
ease is spread by coughing and sneez- 
ing the person who is sick should 
not -use the "same towels, napkins] 
drinking and eating utensils used 
b ythe rest of the family. Such pat- 
ients .should of course also refrain 
from fondling or kissing children or 
anyone else. Remember that this con- 
dition is contagious, that it spreads 
rapidly and.that it is serious not be- 
cause of the influenza itself but he- 
pause it frequently leads to pneumonia. 


As soon as the patient goes to bed 


he should live the attention of a com- 
petent doctor, 
Most important also 


is the necessity for keeping the pat- 
ient warm and away from drafts. 
If it is necessary to keep the win- 
dows open in the room in which 
the patient^lies, he certainly should 
not be exposed to direct action of the 
wind coming through open windows. 
The patients 
Patients with this condition do not 


have a very good appetite and there is 


no necessity for crowding them with 
food. As they begin to recover, how- 
ever, they should have plenty of vitn- 
rnjns which can be had from fresh 
fruits, leafy green vegetables and milk. 
The doctor will certanly prescribe 
'drugs to take care of the special symp- 
toms that develop and to aid in rapid 
recovery. 


To prevent 
influenza stay away 


from crowds nnd particularly fro'm' 
peple who are coughing or'sneezing. 


If you hre well, get plenty of sunlight 
snd fresh air, Avoid dampness and 
undue exposxira to cold but, most im- 
portant of nil, remember that Imme- 
diate rest in bed In a worm room dur- 
ing the first day of the fever and the 
chill will do much to prevent the see- 
dndary complications which nre much 
moe serous than the influenza itself. 
C&ll 'tho doctor for relief of symptoms 
and prevention of serious complica- 
tions. Finally, there is no specific vac- 
cine or serum or inoclulatipn Or drug 
or drink or food or anything els'e that 
will with any certainty. prevent in- 
fluenza.

AUSTIN, Tex.-(^)-Attorney Gen- 


eral Gerald C Mann ruled Monday that 
sale of hard lquors,.by the drink in 
•Texas would be Unconstitutional. 


The ruling came only a few hours in 


advance of a hearing before the house 
liquor traffc committee on a bill pro- 
posing to legalize such sales under lo- 
cal option. Rep. John J. Bell of Cuero, 
committee chairman, said the hearing 
would be held as scheduled because 
the atttorney general's opinion was not 
binding on the legislature.
